thence ovor the Baltimore and Ohio 
line to Chikamauga park. It is ex- 
pected that the trip will occupy about 
seventy-two hours. 


At Jersey City the regiment will re-

All of the knapsacks now pus 
aassed by the command have been seat 
forward from Concord and the men had 
to pack their possessions in blankets, 


Each man has been supplied with ten

coaches for the men, two baggage cars, 
one palace stock car for the horses and 
twelve feright cars, each with a ca- 
pacity of 40,000 pounds for the camp 
equipage.

place. His seat had to serve as his mess 
hall and sleeping quarters.

The New Bulltfluft-Dedicated lh«r«>

The dedicatory exercises of the Weeks 


public library of Greenland, N. H., will 
ba held on Thursday, May 19th at 2 30 
o'clock. The address will be delivered 
by W. P. Chadwick, Esq., of Exetar. 
Eastman's full orchestra has been en- 
gaged for the exercises and for the re- 
ception in the library building. 


The main building of pressed brick, 


with marble trimmings, has a frontage 
of 40 feet and a depth of 30 feet. It has 
a granite underpinning, slated roof, and 
plate glass windows. In the interior, 
the colonial wainscoting is six feet high, 
and the dormer windows let down a 
flood of light from the roof which is 
open finished, showing the southein- 
pine trusses and boarding. 


The building was designed and its 


furnishings selected by Mr. (J. A. Baz | 
lett, the trustee of the Weeks Memorial 
Fund, the plans being draw n by Mr. 
Albert C. Anderson of the firm of An- 
derson Ar Junkins, the contractors, who 
tiave erected a public structure that will 
be a credit to the firm.

A L.BTTEE PROM THE GOVEBNGB. 


The following letter from Governor 


Ramsdell to Hon. J. Albert Walker re- 
garding the 
defences of Portsmouth 


will be read with interest: 


CONCORD, May, 13ih, 1898 


Mr. J. 
Albert 
Walker, 
Portsmouth, 
-\. H. 
Dear Sir: Your letter of May lltb, 


came duly to hand. We are making 
history pretty rapidly in these days. 
I have at all times, and upon all proper 
occasions, argued with the general gov- 
erument to increase the protection of 
Portsmouth harbor. I have repeatedly 
expressed myself as in favor of keeping 
the Third regiment in New Hamt)«uire. 
The case at present stands thus: Yester- 
day afternoon word came from Ports- 
mouth that the Spanish fleet was under- 
stood to be off the coaht n Massachu- 
setts.and also arequestthat I would send 
the Third regiment to Portsmouth. I in- 
formed the mayor that the regiment had 
been mustered into the United States 
service and I had lost my lii.ld upon it. 
Thereupon certain telegraphic commu- 
nications were had from Portsmouth 
and Concord with the secretary of war. 
Tho result of this was to anthotize Col- 
onel Uolfe to take the regiment to Ports- 
mouth if the mayor should call for it. 
Colonel Uulfe had bis instructions last 
night, and as I understand it, tendered 
the regiment to th» mayor. Just be- 
fore dinner today Colonel Uolfe received 
a telegram from Adjutant General Cor- 
biu of the army, directing him to pro- 
ceed with all despatch to Chiekaminga, 
and I judge be will leave the state on 
Monday or Tuesday. Since seeing you 
at this place, I have been corresponding 
with the war department and with oar 
delegation in congress, continually urg- 
ing that the government force of sol-* 
diers and woikinen at Portsmouth be 
increased. I do not think that an in- 
fantry regiment would help you as much 
as a few more mechanics and artillery 
men.

,AuASTA'S TROUBLES 


Causes Contributing to the Cabinet 


Crisis. 


WAS GIVEN LOTS OF CHEAP ADVICE. 


Spanish Statesmen Shirked the 


Labor of Office. 


Londen, Way 17.—The Madrid corre- 


spondent of Th* Times scys: 
"I am 


no\v in a position to explain the myste- ! 
rious cabinet crisis which ha» been hang- 
ing fire for several weeks and has given 
rise to so many Ingenious surmises. 
Mr. Batarta and the Sagasta cabinet 
came lnti» office with the policy of avoid- 
ing a conflict with the I'nlted States by 
pacifying Cuba through autonomy. In 
pursuing this policy the cabinet not only 
ran counter to the general cm rent of 
opinion in the conservative party, but 
did violence to the feelings t>f a large 
btciiou of its own adherents. 
Its at- 


titude \\as too conciliatory to suit the 
bellicose temper of the nation, and con- 
sequently it became very unpopular. 
When the policy failed and war was seen 
to lie inevitable in upitc of all the con- 
cessions, it ought to have resigned to 
make way for a lighting cabinet. 
Min- 


isters desirous of peace at any pi ice 
short of sccritlclng the national honor 
were not tho men for conducting affairs 
ii> a despera • struxKle against an enemy 
infinitely su. erior In resources. 


"No doub a conservative cabinet was 


practically 
xpossible. because it would 


have required a consei vatlve majority 
in the chamber, which wits not obtain- 
able without subjecting the countiy to 
the dangerous ordeal of a gem-ial elec- 
tion, but such an extteme me.iMire wa_s 
not n«cessaiy. 
There were many lib- 


erals who hivd condemned the cabinet 
for being too conciliatory, and who con- 
tinued to ui <e it to accept the arbitra- 
ment of war. 
They were the men. it was 


naturally supposed, who must be willing 
to aicept tne responsibilities of ofllc« 
when war was Imminent. So it seemed 
at last to several members of the Sagasta. 
ministry; and on the very day of the 
opening of the cortes his colleagues 
urged upon Sagusta the advisability Of 
the cabinet resigning immediately. 
Sa- 


gasta objected. 
He wished to tempor- 


ize, as usual. 


"Though some of these had shown 


themselves very bellicose when war 
at a comfortable dlstanca. none were 
inclined to assume the responsibilities o 
office when war was about to begin 
All therefore with the exception of on 
or two who were known to be desirous 
of fishing m troubled wattrs advised 
strongly that the existing cabinet con 
tinut. 
The queen regent, who in always 


ulriclly constitutional in her acts, bad 
thus no choice but to request Sagasta to 
remain. 
He consented, but the other 


ministers were by no means satisfied. 
There were Irreconcilable differences of 
opinion among them on at least one vital 
question of policy: and several of them 
fait that they themselves, as well as 
genie of their colleagues, were not ca- 
pable of coping with the departmental 
duties of their offices at a time of great 
national danger.

Among tho curiosities at tbe United 


>tates treasury department in Washing- 


kept on band by obliging elerti for 


be purpose of entertaining tourists who 
rnny happen (luring tbe course of tbe clgbt- 
ccing to visit tbe nation's capital and 
nclo Sam's principal strong bo* there ts 
set of books tbat commands tbe Imme- 


diate attention of all who see them. Tbe 
set consists of 8 ledger, a journal and a 


lottor, or wnstebook, and was the first set 


of books used for jotting down tho busi- 
ness of that all Important branch of tho 
;m eminent—one, by tho way, that is giv- 
ng a deal of trouble to thinkers today— 
ho treasury. 


Thu books are over 120 years old, and 


forming, ns they do, the first link in the 
hnin of the history of this country's 
lii-nncial dealings with its representatives,, 
both at homo and abroad, during tbo period 
of tho Revolution—thut time tbnt tried 
zncu by fire—are not only interesting but 
instructive. They nre both rare nnd valu- 
able—riiro ns a specimen of the old timo 
bookkeeping then in vogue, when there 
were no books ruled so us to divide tbe 
pa-i" into the pretty columns of figures so 
common now aud when steel pens wero 
practically unknown and valuable for the 
associations tbat cluster around them and 
hallow them and for tbe priceless records 
they contain. 


Under tlio continental congress there 


wns no such thing ad a treasury depart 
incut, a board of treasury being provided 
to take charge uf the new nation's finances. 
Soon after this board of treasury was or- 
ganized, on April 1, 1776, the treasurer's 
otlice was Instituted, and two weeks later 
tho firht entry wns made on the blotter of 
tho set mentioned above, R id the keeping 
of tho first books containing reourdsof tho 
United States treasury department was 
begun, nlthough tho department at that 
time was unheard of. It was not until 
Sept. 2, 17S9, or over 13 years after the 
bourd of treasury uud tbe United States 
treasurer's office wero instituted, that tho 
present United States treasury depart- 
ment was created, with Alexander Hamil- 
ton of New York ua tbe secretary of the 
treasury, Nicholas Eveloigh of South Car 
olinu llrst comptroller, Oliver Woloott, Jr., 
of 
Connecticut first 
auditor, Samuel 


Meredith of Pennsylvania treasurer and 
Joseph Xoureoof Virginia register. These 
wero tho original officers and bureaus ot 
the tnuisury department, butlrom time to 
time, beginning in 1816, other offices or 
bureaus wero added as tho exigencies of 
the public service in financial matters re- 
quired. 


One Interesting phase of the accounts 


shown by these books is tbnt of tho uncer- 
tainty nsto location of the headquarters of 
thu continental congress nnd Uncle Sam's 
money box. Tbo dates and headings of 
various entries thow that the government 
of the republic wns compelled to move 
about from place to place pretty lively, 
sometimes a remarkably long jump in a 
remarkably short space of time, to escape 
British interference with the way in 
which our forefathers thought the uiTuIrt 
of this country bhould bo bandied. I'hila 
delphia finally became tliu home of the 
books nt tbe close of tbe Revolution and 
continued so until 1SOO, when tho gunrrnl 
government was moved to tho new capital 
provided for It on tho ImiiKs of tHo Vo 
tomuc river in tho District of Columbia. 


The blotter or wnstebook Is, of course, 


much more interesting than tho other 
books in the tot on account of tbo details 
thut are sut forth OD its pages. 
Tho writ 


Ing on it is not nearly so good as that in 
tho journal or ledger, but it is legible 
and, ua In the other books, remarkably 
well preserved. 


Tho lirst entry in this book was made, 


as Mated, April 10, 1771}, and this Is the 
first entry, of courbe, in both journal and 
ledger. It is mi Item of certain moneys 
paid to .Tunics Warren, paymaster general 
of the United fcjtntct. urmy. In the ledger 
and journal the writing Is beautifully 
dono, while the paper and ink are remark- 
ably well preserved. The paper had'no 
lines on it. at that time, and the bookkeeper 
was compelled to do his own ruling, bu 
bis work bears a close inspection am 
would pasufor machine ruling at a cursory 
examination. Nearly all tbe prominent 
men of the period of tho Revolution art 
mentioned In both ledger nnd journal, 
and many interesting items are to be 
found oppo&ite their names. 
One highly 


interesting entry is that of the lottery con- 
ducted by thu United Status government 
in 1TU1. 


The accounts of George Washington are 


all entered in these books in due nhapi 
and are always items of money paid on hi: 
demand. Wellington would receive n' 
stated salary for his services to the gov- 
ernment, but stipulated that be should 
submit from time to time statements of ex 
pense^, as occasion should arise, for whic 
be felt sure thut, the government would'rc- 
iiuburse him, and these entries are to ac- 
count for the demands he made, durin 
tho Revolutionary period. Of course whe 
be became president his salary becamr 
Oxcd.--Philadelphia Times.

publication of news emanating from the 
na\y department had the effect Monday 
of considerably curlallinp; the supply of 
information that heretofore has been 
rather fieely given.

order \VOH directed to Captain Crown- 
inshleld, chk-f of the navigation bureau, 
and he in turn gave it effect by making 
ttn order in his own name that no pursuit 
tomiccted with his buieau in any ce- 
paclty should have any conversation 
whatever upon subjects In any way 
pertaining to the navy w ith representa- 
tives of the press. 
As an offset, it waa 


ordered that bulletins of such facts as 
have actually occurred and are proper 
for publication, and are not connected 
with existing or projected movements, 
shall be prepared and posted on the bul- 
letin board. 


The sum total of the information pub- 


lished by the bulletin board yesterday 
under this rule was a notice of the 
Intention to start the Philippine relief 
expedition, and of the permission given 
to some foreign neutral vessels to pass 
the blockade at Havana. 
In explana- 


tion of the issu* of this order, the naval 
authorities say that some of the news- 
papers have been so far lacking in pa- 
triotism as to print plans of campaign 
and projected movements of naval ships, 
with th* result that the war board has 
been obliged completely to revise its 
plans in the knowledge that the Span- 
lards had promptly taken notice of the 
publications and were prepared to profit 
by them. 


Complaint was made to Secretary Long 


that the newspapers were working in- 
jury to the government In such cases. 
It Is not the purpose of the secretary 
to prevent the press having any informa- 
tion that is not calculated to cause a 
miscarriage of the plans of the depart- 
ment, but it remains to be seen whether 
the naval officers to whom the order had 
been directed will not by their ironclad 
Interpretation of, it bring about a modi- 
fication in the interest of liberality. 


The opening of the blockade at Ha- 


vana to certain vessels is a rather curi- 
ous proceeding that may lead to a very 
considerable widening of the blockade 
itself, so that in the end the neutral 
vessels not loaded with contraband or 
supplies, the carrying of which into 
Havana would interfere with the naval 
and military operations of our govern- 
ment, may pass the blockade under 
suitable regulations laid down by the 
United States. 
The statement that the 


navy department still hopes to make an 
exchange of prisoners at an early day 
shows that the mission of the Uncas was 
by no means a complete failure.

Judge Henry M. Putney, as chairman 


of the railroad commissioners, calle< 
the meeting to order and stated the 
object of the same. 


Judge J. S. H. Frink and Judge Ci»l 


vin Page appeared for the electric ion 
and presented the petition requestin) 
the commissioners to lay out the route 


Judge Putney then gave all those wh 


objected to the proposed route or au 
part of it to state their objections. 


The following were those who pro- 


tested against allowing the corporation 
to construct the hue along certain 
routes: 


Mr. Locke, chairman of the selectmen 


of Kye, objected to the line running 
through all narrow streets in the town 
of Rye without some compensation. 


Henry Enox, property owner in Eye, 


objected to route from Foye's corner to 
Rye Centre. 


F. W. Rand, property owner, pro- 


tested against the road running through 
Rye Centre. 


David Urch objected to the propos< d 


route 
to 
Newcastle via Newcastle 


bridges. 


Judge Smith for the Exeter Street 


Railway company, objected to that pait 
of the hue from the town line of North 
Hampton to the end of the road at 
Hampton beach, and gave as his ob- 
jections that the owners of the Exeter 
Street Railway have been granted a 
location along the proposed route of 
the Portsmouth line and intended to 
construct the road there at once Now 
he (Judge Smith) contended that the 
public good did not demand two lines 
running 
parallel along this certain 


place. 


Major Scott, who owns a large sum- 


mer cotfage at Little Boar's Head, pro- 
tested most vehemently against that 
portion of the line running around the 
bluff at Little Boar's Head. 


He read a petition signed by all the 


property owners, lessees and abuttors 
on the Bluff road, who one and all were 
very tunch against the road being con- 
structed in fiont of their property. He 
made a short speech stating that the 
people there were a small community 
coming there for tha summer months 
with their children for the main pur- 
pose of getting away from the railroads, 
and he considered it almost a calamity 
to have an electric road run right in 
front of their doors. 
Furthermore the 


public good did not demand that the 
road be constructed over that certain 
route as there were plenty of ways for 
them to reach Hampton Beach without 
going around the Bluff, where they 
were not wanted. 


Messrs. Philbrick,Batchelder, Brown, 


and a number of others, a few of whom 
were represented by counsel, all pro- 
tested against the route through Rj e 
Centre and North Hampton.
